that have not their ſcience in its intelleQtuals. Many 
Wn. Farrenga and ſtrange may well be admitted on 
g00d, teſtimonies, fith, the moſt obvious: objes.are 
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witneſs the miſtakes diſcovered by D. Cartes, Gaſſer- 


dis, &c. in Arifiotle himſelf,one of the moſt ſublimated 


wits 1n all the Republick of Natural philoſophy ; 
and likewiſe the ſpots in Hippocrates and Galez, thoſe 
mirrours in medicine, modeſtly pointed at by our 
tamous Harvey, Gliſſon, Willis, &c. but further to ſa- 


tisfie theſe incredulous perſons , 'tis affirmed that 


ſome of theſe Abſtinents have been / watch't by the 
molt waketull eyes and jealous ears, to detect their 
fraud, if guilty of any; as was that Maid that refus'd 
all food except only water, for three years, by Bucol- 
dianus, with whom ſhe abode for twelve dayes, at 
the command of Ferdirzand the Emperour, ſo that 
Apollonia Schrejerana was taken by the Senate of Bery, 
and put into the Hoſpital of their Town, and there 
wakch'd till they were ſatisfied in the truth of her to- 
tal abſtinence. 


But <cnough to theſe that cut the knot to ſave the. 


labour of untying it; yet I may not ſtep aſide to 
thoſe in the contrary extream, that believe a century 
of ſuch reports with a taith almoſt as miraculous as 
theſe miracles themſelves, for ſo they ſeem, to'them : 
but Sir, as'tis humane infidelity to disbelteve all ſuch 
reports, becauſe ſome are falle, ſo 'tis ſuperſtitious cha» 
rity to belicye all becauſe ſome are true. Some per- 
ſons as ſcant 1n their reading, as they are in their tra-, 
vels, are ready to deem every thing ſtrange to bea:

(according to the Doctrine of famous Dr. Wharton ) 
much ot the nervous juice ſeparated by the glandules, 
1s returned by the veins and Lymphaticks, and ſo not 
loſt, though enfeecbled by its peregrination ; and more 
yet depolited (according to Dr. ills the great Re- 
tormer of Phyfick) by the extremity of the nerves in 
the habit of the body, is again retriv'd by the Lym- 
phaticks, which ſerving in our Abſtinents little or 
nothivg to aſlimulation (only ſomewhat to the che- 
riſhing of the 1mplanted {p11 ts) 1s the more plentitul- 
ly return, 2nd ſo the loſs (thus far forth) leſs con- 
ſiderable than ordinary. 3.' Tis apparent that there's
